REDWOOD FOREST THREAT TOLD 
By Cicely M. Christy 


Yodeler Number 17 carried an account of 
our happy week end with Loma Prieta 
members in San Mateo Memorial Park, 

where the beauty of the redwoods gave all 
of us a chance to see how great is our 
heritage in the forest lands of Califor- 
nia. 

But there was also a sad and alarming 
side to the week end. The Sunday hikers 
came face to face with the worst type 
of logzing operations. Frank Lewis, 
leader of the group, writes to us: ‘Te 
were down stream a short distance below 
the famous Shrine grove, recently ac- 
quired as a California State Park. Two 
members of the group, with the usual 
interest and curiosity of Sierra Club 
members, crossed the stream to explore 
the canyon. A short climb brought into 
view a sight which is not pleasant to 
lovers of the great outdoors. Logging 
was in full. process, down canyon from 
the Shrine Grove. 

"A bare hillside lies across the stream 
from this proposed park", 


Harmful Methods Used 

Members of the hiking group spoke also 
of the terrible condition of the logged- 
over forest. Bulldozers had driven 
roads through with no regard for soil 
conservation, and apparently no attempt 
had been made to save young trees. "It 
looked like the war-torn forests of 
Europe", said one hiker. 

Frank Lewis also writes "We understand 
that this logging will continue down the 
north side of Butano Ridge well into 
the neighborhood of San liateo liemorial 
Park.
